yir: During the fiscal year July 1, 1934. through June 30, 1935, 
there were under instruction in the advanced department of the insti¬ 
tution, known as Gallaudet College, 81 men and 56 women, a total of 
137, representing 36 states and the District of Columbia. This is a 
decrease of 5 as compared with the preceding year. 

In the primary and grammar department, kno^vn as the Kendall 
School, there were under instruction 38 boys and 34 girls, a total of 
72. This is an increase of 2 as compared with the preceding year. 
Of the total in this department 67 were admitted as beneficiaries of the 
District of Columbia. 

There were admitted to the institution 27 males and 31 females 
discharged 33 males and 22 females. 

HEALTH 

Excellent health has prevailed among the student body during the 
year. The usual preventive measures of vaccination and inoculation 
against smallpox, typhoid, diphtheria, and scarlet fever were taken, 
and no cases of any of these diseases appeared. A few scattered cases 
of German measles was the only contagion which appeared during the 
whole period.^ There were four cases of appendicitis during the early 
part of the year, one of which did not necessitate an operation. The 
other three cases were operated on successfully. 
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Our institution dairy lias continued to supi)]y safe milk for the 
use of all students and pupils. 

Practice of required physical training for all was continued. An 
unusual interest in sports with otiter colii'ges and schools was sliown. 
The basket-ball team of tlie Kendall Sciiool took part in the annual 
inter-school ba,sket-ball toiUTiament at Hartford, Conn. Intramural 
sports were cai'ried on with great success. 

GOUltSES OF INSTRUCTION 

The course of instruction was not materially changed. A special 
course in world literature was offered to a number of students, 
studies of the curriculum were made with a view to making a number 
of changes during the coming year. 

NEEDS OP THE INSTITUTION 

The need for additional building has been referred to a number of 
times during the past few years. The Secretary of Interior has 
requested an allotment for the most pre.ssing construction work—the 
erection of a building to house our library, printing office, recitation 
rooms, and laboratory, as well as the extension anul improvement of 
the power plant. As the institution grows steadily, there should be 
carried out a building program already set up by our Board of Direc¬ 
tors, whieb includes tlie remodelling of tlie gymnasium, the iirovision 
of new primary buildings, the extension of the present chemical labo¬ 
ratory, and the jirovision of more living <pia i ters for faculty members. 
From the number of eaiulidate.s dc.sii-iug eiitraiiee into the advanced 
department, it is evident that preparation should soon be made for an 
entirely new plant for the primary department, turning over for the 
use of the college department the buildings which would he thus 
vacated. 

With the steady growth of the institution, an additional number 
ef the faculty of the college department should be employed. There 
should also be a revision upward of salaries of the teaching force to 
bring into line with salaries paid elscAvhere. 

RESEARCH WORK 

During the year by special arrangement with the Office of Education 
six members of the normal class made studies of the material obtained 
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in the vocational survey of the deaf and hard of hearing conducted by 
the Office of Education during the spring of 1!):U. Many interesting 
results as to wages paid, occupations engaged in, and the opinion of 
employers as to the ability of deaf workers u-ei-e o))tain(‘d in these 
studies, all of which have been published or will he iniblished in the 
American Annals of the Deaf. 

An interesting study of the family background of deaf students of 
the institution was made the subject of a master ’s thesis by one of the 
deaf graduate students of the institution. 

'1 here is a pressing need for a permanent research worker and assist¬ 
ant who would be able to conduct important investigations in methods 
of teaching and other interesting fields of the education of the deaf. 

fNCmCASE IN FREE RCEOLARSllIFS 

Special legislation was passed during the year to increase the 
number of beneficiaries'in the advanced department from 125 to 145. 
The last increase occurred in 1918 when it was changed from 100 to 
125. A steady increase in the number of students in the advanced de¬ 
partment warranted the additional .scholarsTiips, and tlie firesent 
provision will make it possible to provide for the assistance of all 
worthy students for several years to come. 

MEETING OF THE CONVENTION OF AMERICAN 
INSTRUCTORS OF THE DEAF AND THE

AMERICAN SCHOOLS FOR THE DEAF 

A joint meeting of all the important organizations dealing with the 
education of the deaf was held at the State School for the Deaf at 
Jacksonville, Ill., June 17 to June 21, inclusive. The President of the 
institution; Mr. Sam B. Craig, Principal of the Kendall School, and 
several members of the faculty attended this meeting. Prof. Irving 
S. Pusfeld presented a paper before the Conference of Executives on 
“Results of Standard Tests at Gallaudet College.'’
